W ashington, Dec. 22.—Form er Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and Dr. M arcial M ar­ 
tinez, at one tim e Chilean m inister to 
the United States, clashed in Santia­ 
go de Chile on accou nt of divergent 
views on the Monroe doctrine, resu lt­ 
ing in a dem onstration against Roose­ 
velt. 
according 
to 
a 
report 
that 
reached W ashington and proved great­ 
ly interesting to m em bers of the diplo­ 
m atic corps, especially representatives 
from the Sou th American cou ntries. 
Dr. M artinez is reported to have 
dissented strongly from the Roose­ 
velt view tha t the mu ch discu ssed 
dot Trine is still a vital Issu e. 
The reported debate attracted u n­ 
u su al interest here becau se both of 
the prepared speeches were reviewed 
before delivery by the Chilean foreign 
office. 
Mr. M artinez, it waB said at the 
Chilean legation, was selected as the 
spokesm an of the Chilean governm ent 
a t the state reception given the Amer­ 
ican visitor recently at the University 
of Santiago 
becau se 
of his 
warm 
friendship for the United States. 
He is one of the oldest and most 
em inent Chilean diplom ats and made 
m any lasting friendships du ring his 
tenu re as m inister here m any y ears 
ago. 
In his address at the Roosevelt re­ 
ception Dr. M artinez dealt with the 
Monroe doctrine, characterizing it as 
a dead issu e and argu ing that the 
conditions which gave rise to its pro­ 
m u lgation 
by 
President Monroe in 
1823 have alm ost entirely disappear­ 
ed. 


Arouse« Colonel Rooeevelt’s Ire. 
This statem ent 
is 
said 
to 
have 
arou sed the ire of Colonel Roosevelt, 
who replied with some heat, holding 
tha t the Monroe doctrine still was 
u vital principle of the foreign policy 
ol the United States. 
He is said, too, 
to have su ggested to the Chilean 
diplom atist incidentally tha t It was 
ill advised on su ch occasion to in­ 
au gu rate a controversy . 
Then Colonel Roosevelt, according 
to report, stated that before leaving 
the United S tates the texts of the aa 
dresses he proposed to deliver in 
Brazil, A rgentina and Chile had been 
su bm itted to the diplom atic represen­ 
tatives of those nations in W ashing­ 
ton to avoid the inclu sion of any thing 
that 
m ight 
prove offensive to his 
hosts. 
To this Dr. M artinez is said to 
have replied tha t his c. u address 
had been su bm itted to the Chilean 
foreign office three day s before Colonel 
Roosevelt’s arrival and that as no 
objection 
had 
been 
raised in that 
qu arter he cou ld see no reason why 
the discu ssion of the Monroe doctrim* 
shou ld be avoided as a dangerou s 
issu e. 
It is said tha t at the conclu sion of 
the Roosevelt reception a dem onstra 
tion against the American visitor was 
m ade by a sm all cliqu e of Central 
Am erican stu dents. 
The story goes 
tha t as the colonel left the u niversity 
the stu dents shou ted “ Viva Colom­ 
bia.” 
This incident, however, is u n­ 
derstood in no way to have represent­ 
ed the general feeling of the popu ­ 
lace.

It is expected plans will be made 
for a long recess beginning Tu esday . 
It was predicted that the cu rrency bill 
i cou ld be com pleted and signed by 
; the president Tu esday and congress 
• has dropped all other problem s in the 
anticipation of the first actu al recess 
I that 
it 
will 
have 
enjoy ed 
siu ce 
j April 7. 
It is planned to abandon all bu si- 
I ness u ntil Jan. 12 and allow the legis- 
j lators to eu joy as com plete a rest as 
will President Wilson, who will leave 
W ashington for Pass Christian, Miss., 
as soon as the cu rrency bill is signed. 
Among the more im portant deci­ 
sions of the com m ittee were: 
The minimu m capital stock of each 
regional reserve bank was fixed at 
14.000.000, a com prom ise between tho 
13.000.000 minimu m of the senate bill 
and the $5,000,000 minimu m of the 
hou se bill. 
The senate’s provision for “from 
eight to tw elve” regional banks was 
accepted by the hou se in place of the 
minimu m of twelve, fixed 
by

hou se bill. 


House Y ields to Senate. 
The senate’s provision 
that 
each 
“mem ber bank” m u st su bscribe for 
stock of the regional bank In its te r­ 
ritory equ al to 6 per cent of tne mem- 
ber-bank's capital and su rplu s was ac­ 
cepted by the hou se to replace ita own 
provision that the su bscription m u st 
equ al 6 per cent of the member- 
hank’s capital. 
The senate gave way on its provi­ 
sion that no “class B” director of a 
regional bank cou ld be a stockholder 
In any member-bank. 
This wou ld per­ 
m it the three directors who represent 
“agricu ltu ral, com m ercial or Indu s­ 
trial" interests in the directorate ol 
each regiou al reserve bank to own 
stock In local banks in their district. 
The attem pt of the hou se conferees 
to have the secretary of agricu ltu re 
and the com ptroller of the cu rrency 
made m em bers of the organization 
com m ittee to inau gu rate the new sy s­ 
tem and perm anent m em bers of the 
icderal reserve board held the atten ­ 
tion of the conference. 
The hou se bill inclu ded these feder­ 
al officers as m em bers of the board, 
while the senate allowed only the 
secretary of the treasu ry to rem ain 
or. the board. 
Hou se conferees in­ 
sisted the experience and knowledge 
of the com ptroller and the secretary 
of agricu ltu re shou ld be made avail­ 
able for the board that is to govern 
the new bu u king sy stem . 
The hou se conferees finally 
su c­ 
ceeded in effecting an agreem ent on 
a 
provision 
that 
the

shou ld be institu ted by an organiza­ 
tion com m ittee and that the secretary 
of agricu ltu re and the com ptroller of 
the cu rrency shou ld be m em bers of 
that com m ittee.

The tim e has arrived w hen the preach­ 
ers of economy in governm ent expendi­ 
tu res will lie heard frequ ently on the 
floors of congress, and y et the pros­ 
pects favor greater appropriations than 
ever before. Cu riou sly enou gh, all those 
whose du ty it is to “keep the pu rse 
strings” of the governm ent do not get 
a t the real theory of governm ent ex­ 
penditu res. 
The governm ent is not ru n as any 
other bu siness concern. 
The main ob­ 
ject of a su perintendent or m anager of 
any bu siness concern is to make it effi­ 
cient and produ ce as mu ch protit as 
possible. 
The idea Is to cou ple econo­ 
my w ith efficiency , to employ as many 
people as necessary and to u se men 
and m aterials to increase the profits. 


Reverses the Rule. 
G overnm ent 
su perintendents 
and 
those in au thority reverse the ru le of 
bu siness. 
They work to secu re more 
money 
from 
the governm ent; 
they 
w ant more clerks to enlarge and in­ 
crease the work of their bu reau s w ith­ 
ou t regard to the retu rns; they w ant 
to m ake their bu reau s more Im portant; 
they w ant to show an increase of bu si­ 
ness for the pu rpose of getting more 
money . 
The whole sy stem Is based 
u pon aggrandizem ent of the bu reau 
and departm ent, bu ilding it u p. getting 
more employ » *« « , etc. 
The s u b d iv isio n 
w o r k s to Ik* m ade a division; tin* divi­ 
sion works to become a bu reau , the 
bu reau to become a departm ent. Thu s 
th» * agricu ltu ral, the com merce and the 
labor departm ents have been establish­ 
ed in the last qu arter of a centu ry , and 
hu ndreds of bu reau s have spru ng into 
existence by the desire of people to 
create them and make the national 
governm ent do more for the people 
and spend more money for federal em ­ 
ploy ees. 


T aft’s Econom y Commiesion. 
D u ring 
a 
receu t debate 
Minority 
Leader Mau n took a crack at one of 
Mr. T aft's pet schemes. Said he, "The 
bu reau of economy and efficiency of 
the president took a great deal of tim e 
to tell congress how to ru n the govern­ 
m ent w ithou t having discovered how­ 
to do mu ch of nny thing properly Itself.”

An exam ination of the ru ins dis­ 
closed the fact tha t two of the three 
signalm en who had rem ained in the 
tcw er to su mmon help when the fire 
broke ou t were bu rned to death. The 
third escaped throu gh the smoke ana 
flames to an adjoining roof au d there 
fell u nconsciou s. 
He was rescu ed 
later. 
Nothing is known as to how the fire 
originated. 
All the fire fighting ap­ 
paratu s in the dock y ard was brou ght 
into action and the efforts of the men 
were devoted to preventing the fire 
from reaching the mam store at the 
end of the bu rning bu ilding, whien 
was filled with 30,000 tons of heavy 
oil. 
A fter many hou rs of most stren ­ 
u ou s work th» * fire was got u nder con­ 
trol.

eight feet of these tanks. 
Fire parties were sent to the dock 
y ard from ail the worships in the 
harbor and the battle cru sier Qu een 
Mary , on which bu rning brands were 
tailing, was towed ou t of the dau ger 
zone.

RED CROSS SEALS 


Christmas Seals to the Number of 
110,000,000 are to be Provided 
for Sale This Year 
Red Cross seals to the number of 
1 10,000,000 are to be provided for 
this year’s campaign— about ten mil­ 
lion more than last year. 
Since 
JOOS, says the Survey of November 
22nd, when the sale of the seals be­ 
gan, 
150,000,000 
have 
been 
sold, 
bringing in $1,500,000. 
, 
it is estimated that 100,000 volun­ 
teers Will help in the sale, counting 
the men, women and children who 
give their services, store proprietors, 
public officials and others who give 
space for booths, and all those who 
provide gratuitous agencies for dis­ 
tribution. 
The American lied Cross and the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis pro­ 
vide the seals on consignment, with 
advertising and publicity matter in­ 
cluded. 
These two organizations re­ 
ceive IO per cent of the money de­ 
rived from the sale to defray the ex­ 
pense of printing end distribution. 
Thus 90 per cent of the money se­ 
cured is devoted to tuberculosis work 
in localities where the seals are sold. 
1/ast year the money secured in New 
Yor> fed and clothed all the chil hi­ 
rer in the open air schools and fresh 
air classes and carried on the work 
of the Association of Tuberculosis 
Clinics. 
In Brooklyn it provided a 
children’s sanatorium at Medford, L. 
I. 
In Chicago it carried on the ed­ 
ucational work of the Chicago Tuber­ 
culosis Institute. 
In St. i/ouis it es­ 
tablished an open air school and a 
night and day camp. 
In Pittsburgh the seal money start­ 
ed an interesting experiment among 
babies. 
Proceeding on the theory 
t Ii at most tuberculosis infection is 
gained during tile first ten years of 
life, those in charge of the experi­ 
ment have selected one isolated diis- 
trict in South Pittsburgh, where an 
effort will bi* made to establish Im­ 
munity through careful attention to 
the housing, clothing and living con­ 
ditions. 
In Galveston it established 
the Walter Colquitt Memorial Hos­ 
pital, a seaside sanatorium for child­ 
ren.

Business Manager Plan 
Tile national municipal league at 
a recent meeting held 
in 
Toronto, 
Canada, endorsed the business manager 
plan of governing municipalities as 
follows: 
The City Manager Plan 
The 
Committee 
on 
Commission 
Government reported at length, show­ 
ing wherein the city manager plan 
was to be regarded as a logical de­ 
velopment of the commission form 
of government. 
In his annual ad­ 
dress the Secretary, rlinton Rogers 
Woodruff, reported that there were 
now 371 cities In the United States 
carrying on their municipal business 
under a commission form of govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Woodruff declared that 
the city manager plan represented a 
completer and more effective unifi­ 
cation of the administrative work of 
the municipality; it makes possible 
the retention, of a permanent profes­ 
sional expert, and therefore the open­ 
ing of a new career of the greatest 
possibilities. 
Moreover, 
the 
city 
manager plan leaves the electors free 
to choose candidates on the basis of 
their 
representative character 
un­ 
fettered by any Implied requirements 
as to t x ecu ti vc experience or capacity 
to earn a large salary. 
It therefore 
involves an abandonment of the un­ 
scientific plan of attempting to select 
executive expert by popular elections 
for short terms. 
The formal report 
of the Committee pointed out that the 
cly manager plan created a single 
head administrative establishment in­ 
stead of live separate administrative 
establishments as seen in the Des 
Moines plan, and that this adminis­ 
trative unity makes for harmony be­ 
tween municipal departments, since 
all are subject to a common head.

Government reported at length, show, 
ing wherein the city manager plan 
was to be regarded as a logical de­ 
velopment of the commission form 
of government. 
In his annual ad­ 
dress the Secretary, Clinton Rogers 
Woodruff, reported th at there were 
now 371 cities In th e United States 
carrying on their municipal business 
under a commission form of govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Woodruff declared that 
the city manager plan represented a 
completer and more effective unifi­ 
cation of the administrative work of 
the municipality; it makes possible 
the r e te n tio n .of a permanent profes­ 
sional expert, and therefore the open­ 
ing of a new career of the greatest 
possibilities. 
Moreover, 
the 
city 
manager plan leaves the electors free 
to choose candidates on the basis of 
their 
representative 
character 
un­ 
fettered by any implied requirements 
as to executive experience or capacity 
to earn a large salary. 
It therefore 
involves an abandonment of the un­ 
scientific plan of attem pting to select 
executive expert by popular elections 
for short terms.

head administrative establishment in­ 
stead of five separate administrative 
establishments as seen in the Des 
Moines plan, and that th is adminis­ 
trative unity makes for harmony be­ 
tween municipal departments, since 
all are subject to a common head.
